‘The Charlevoix ERA office is find- 
ing itself unable to care for any able- 
bodied people. on relief at the pres- 
ent time because of the fact that we 
ure not receiving funds to do. so. In 
the case of ableybodied © people, the 
only thing we are able to do is to 
make’ investigation 
whether or not: relief is required so 
that it can be given if and when funds 
become available. : 

This. information is being passed 
out because of the: considerable num- 
ber of people who are able to work 
‘and who are asking for relief. In the 
early part of October some -relp.was 
extended to ‘able-bodied people, 
with the present amount of funds be- 
coming available it is. not, going to be 
possible to help. any more, nor to help 
the ‘same ones again November’ first.

iN STATE-WIDE DEBATING CUN- 
TESTS THIS WINTER 


East Jordan High Schoo! has -be-, 


come a member of the Michigan High 
School Forensic Association, and will 
compete in the State-wide tontests in 
debating, oratory, declamution, and 
extempore speaking, it was announced 
recenily by Dr. William P. Halstead, 
State Manager of the Association; and 
member of the Speech Department 
of the University of Michigan. Alvin 
C. Bippus of the High Schvol faculty 
will train the local contestants. 
Two: hundred and four. ‘schools 


Association this year. This'is the Jar- 
gest number that -have ever been en- 
rolled at the same date. The final date 
for enrollment in. the contests in de- 
hating is November 1; and for the 
other contests of. the Association, 
February 1, so many more schvols 
will enroll later. A much larger regis-

The Michigan High School Foren- 
sic Association is sponsored and di- 
tected by the Extension Division of 
the University of Michigan in co-oper- 
ation. with an Advisory Courcil rep- 
resenting the Michigan Conférence of 
City Superintendents, the Michigan 
High School Principals’ Asscciation, 
and the Michigan. Association of 
Teachers of Speech. State-wide. inter- 
scholastic contests: will be conducted 
in debating, oratory, declamation, 
and extempore speaking. 

The. question fer discussion in the 
debates of the State Association this 
year is the proposal that the nations 
of the World should establish govern- 
ment monopolies of all combat instru- 
ments of. war. The current threat of 
a European war growing out of the 
{talian-Ethiopian conflict makes this 
subject extremely timely, for this na- 
‘jonalization of munitions is one of 
the-methods proposed. for discourag- 
ing and preventing wars. 

' ‘The debates are conducted in two 
series: a preliminary one in which all 
member schools contest at least. four 
times, and -an elimination series that 
terminates in the State Championship 
Debate. The schools with the hizhest 
percentage of victories in the prelim- 
inary debates are entered in. the el- 
imination, and each is. awarded the 
University of Michigan. Wall Plaque 
Trophy, though the co-operation of 
the Detroit Free Press. This trophy is 
in the shape of a shield; the design for 
which was taken from the University 
of Michigan shield. Its base is of Am- 
erican walnut, 17 inches ‘n heaght. 
‘and 15 inches across the top, and the

|NEW EGG REGULATIONS GO- IN- 
TO EFFECT NOV. 1st 


Sale of eggs by weight mnatuad of 


new egg grading regulations estab- 
lished by Commisisoner of Agniul- 
ture James F, Thomson. ° The regu- 
lations become effective Nov. ist and 
are in keeping with similar reguia- 
tions established. in leading egg pro- 
ducing states: throughout the nation. 

Commissioner Thomson’s order es- 
tablishes four. grades of Michigan 
eggs, fancy, -and-grades A. B. and C. 
All eggs willbe ‘classed in one: of 
these grades on’a quality basis irre- 
spective of size. Thomson maintains 
that the’ regulations will improve the 
reputation for Michigan eggs; that 
producers will be encouraged to take 
better care of their flocks; that. ceal- 
ers will have authority of the state 
back of them in classing eggs in re- 
spective grades, and. that the consum- 
er will receive the exact quality and 
quantity 6f-eggs for which he pays, 

“A state wide committee of seven 
members representing the produccrs, 
dealers, retailers and consumers -he has 
collaborated . with’ 
Thomson in formulating the rules. 

Michigan produced | 84,670,000 
dozen eggs in 1934, “The average 
price was 23.7 cents per-dozen. ‘The 
average ‘price paid, in California was 
2 cents per dozen higher and in New 
York state 3 cents per dozen higher, 
due to improved marketing regvla- 
tions, Thomson‘ said. 
sioner believes the new regulations in 
Michigan will. bring | considerable 
more revenue to egg’ ‘producers. in. the 
state. :

‘“- @€nough powder mills tn the colonies to provide 
them with an adequate amount but there was a. 


source of supply at hand if they had the means 
for securing it, That source was the. supply 
ships. for the British forces in America’ which, 
because England. was the “Mistress of the. Seas,” 
were accustomed to come to Boston and other 
. ports on the Atlantic coast unarmed and without 
convoys. | 

Soon after the opening of hostilities the sea- 
faring men of New England began to fit out 
privateérs to prey upon British merchantmen 
and their exploits not only pointed the way to 
a method of securing the-much-needed_ gunpow- 
der from the supplies‘afloat off their coasts, but 
they also suggested the advisability of establish- 
ing a colonial.navy. On August 26, 1775, the two 


houses of the Rhode Island legislature concurred —. 


in ordering thelr representatives in the Conti- 
nental Congress. sitting {n Philadelphia to. pro- 
pose ‘the establishment. of such. a navy “at the 
expense of the continent.” 


But when one of the Rhode Island delegates, on 


October 3, catled the attention of congress to 


_ the proposal of. the legislature, it encountered - 
such opposition among some of the cautious rep- ° 


resentatives from other colonies that, after a 
brief consideration, action on the proposal wag 
postponed until a later time. In the meantime 
congress had received “certain” intelligence of 
the sailing..of two north country built brigs, af 
no force, from England on the eleventh'of August 
last, loaded. with arms, powder and other. stores 
for Quebec without convoy.”
